He is not Prepared to Say What Should be Done 
as to Disposal of Franchise. Says City Should 
not Undertake Construction of Radial System 
and Thinks Proposition to Sell Should be 


Considered. 


The opinion of Mayor Griesbach on 
the question of the disposal of the 
Edmonton street railway franchise has 
heen awaited with considerable inter- 
est by citizens during the past week. 

The mayor has boasted of his muni- 
cipal ownership principles in the 
past, and his attitude on this impor- 
tant proposition now before the rate- 
payers has thus been the subject of 
much speculation. 

This forenoon, on his return from 
the south, he was seen at the city of- 
fices by a Bulletin representative, and 
nade the following statement: 

“Having just returned to the city, 
T am as yet not sufficiently informed 
upon the guestion of the sale of our 
municipal sfreet railway to express an 
opinion as to what ought to be done, 
or what attitude I shall adopt with re- 
gurd to the matter. 

“I believe in municipal own 
as a general proposition, but my view 
has always been a praetical one, I 
think. We are ail aware of the exist- 

nce of a financial stringency. The 
duration of this stringency is a mat- 
ter of conjecture. Some eminent 
thinkers are of an opinion that it will 
last some two years. I yery much 
question whether, in the event of the 
stringency lasting that time, we would 
be able to complete the work which 
we have begun on the street railway. 

I think it is also understood that we 
would never be able to undertake the 
construction of a radia! system center- 
ing in the city, and it is my under- 
standing that a radial system in con- 
nection with an urban system is just 
the very thing we require for the de- 

velopment of this city and the sur- 
rounding country,

Seeplin, German Aeronaut. 


Constanee, Grand Duchy of Baden,

In no unmistak- 
able terms he brands Mr, Fish as a 
borrower and falsifier, if not worse. 
The charges are contained in a state- 
niedt iasued to the siocklulders of the 
company in reply to a circular letter 
sent out on Monday from New York 
hy Mr. Fish. 

The most serious charge in this in- 
formal indictment is that when presi- 
dent of the road Mr. Fish loaned him- 
self $1,500,000 out of the company's 
treasury For this he is said to have 
given the road questionable security, 
which subsequently proved unmarket- 
able and insufficient. 

The other directors, Mr. Harahan 
claims, shielded Mr. Fish, and one of 
them even loaned the necessary money 
when all the other sources had fail- 
ed. The security furnished for this

H.H. ROGERS HAS - 
TO QUIT THE JOB 


Standard Oil Man and Frenzied 
Financier Must Give up His 
Business Career. 


New York Sept. 24.—H. H. Rogers’ 
business career is at an end,  Nevet 
again will the Standard Oil magnate 
be a great active force in the financial 
world. Such is the report from his 
summer home tonight. 

The arch-exponent of ‘frenzied 
finance” suffered a stroke of paralysis 
last July, He has put aside all busi- 
ness cares in an effort to regain his 
health, and it is announced he will £0 
ito permanent retirement. He will 
take no unnecessary chances of an 
other stroke, 


Mr. Rodgers’ physical breakdown i+ 
attributed primarily to tremendous 
financial losses. Coupled with this 
eause were cares arising from his 
active participation in the affairs of 
the Standard Oil C ompany, the Amal- 
grunated Copper Company, the Chi- 


cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Rail 
road Company and other large cot 
porations These worries involvec 


such an overwhelming strain thal 
human nature could not bear up un 
dey it. Mr. Rogers collapsed, and h: 
has taken it as a warning to quit. 


Fortune Sunk in Road. 


Mr. Rogers has ineurred personal 
obligations to the amount of $40,000, 
000 in the eonstruction of the Tide- 
water Railroad im Virginia, He has 
put $30,000,000 in eash into the pro- 
ject, and has had to guarantee a 
$10,000,000 loan to provide further 
funds to carry on construction. 

It appears that Mr. Rogers has tied 
up at least 35 or 40 per cent. of his 
entire fortune in this one undertaking, 
and he has several oti,os on his 
hands. Some bankers say the figur: 
should be 50 per cent. His fortune 
has been estimated at $60,000,000 t 
$80,000,000. This railroad has been a 
pet scheme of the oil magnate, and he 
has made great sacrifices to earry i 
through 

Forced to Sell Stocks. 

In order to meet the demands mad 
upon him in connection with the con- 
struction of the railroad and for othe: 
ventures, Mr. Rogers was forced ‘x 
dispose of a large amount of invest 
ment stocks at a sacrifice. All dur 
ing the recent decline in prices th: 
vice-president of the Standard Oi 
Company sold gilt-edged stocks, such 
as Standard Oil, Consolidated Gas 
Union Pacific and St. Paul. 


This selling involved enormou 
losses and caused a tremendou 
shrinkage in Mr. Rogers’ fortune, bis 
as it was, And yet with all thi 


nerve-racking sacrifice, the end ci 
railroad construction is not in sight 
The new road, as a whole, is not yet 
in Operation and the investment i: 
practically earning nothing. It pro 
bably will not be on a paying vasis 
for nearly another year, 

The line is being built direct from 
the Virginia coal fields to tidewate: 
without making detours to react 
towns It has been described as the 
most costly road in the country. 

Worry Causes Breakdown. 

Mr. Rogers’ financial affairs, as may 
be easily inferred, became badly in- 
volved as a result of this venture, and 
it is believed that worry over this 
situation resulted in his physieal col- 
lapse. He suffered a light paralytic 
stroke in July. Sinee then he ha 
practically abandoned all business 
cares to his son and lieutenants, al 
though he did come to New York 
once to show himself in Wall street 
to avert a threatened crash. It is re 
ported that he will not be able to re- 
sume his business place for two years 
and in some quarters it is believed he 
will never again be an active force ‘n 
the hurly-burly of the financial world 

Some tive or six years ago, against 
the advice of his friends, Mr. Rogers 
started to build in West Virginia 4 
low-grade road which would parallel 
the Norfolk and Western. His object 
was to carry coal and lumber to tide- 


water. The line was to be 443 mile: 
long. Only 125 miles have been com 
pleted. 


Only a few months ago, in order to 
raise $10,000,000 for the Tidewater 
road, Mr, Rogers issued notes secure 
by $20,000,000 first mortgage bonds, 
$10,000,000 stock and $10,000,000 divi- 
dend or interest paying collateral, 
These 6 per cent. notes were indorsed 
by Mr. Rogers personally. 

Railway officials who have watched 
the construction of the road with in- 
terest from the beginning say that the 
project, even at this stage, is more o1 
less problematic, It is believed, how- 
ever, that with tho sacrifices already 
made in disposing of high-priced 
securities Rogers is in a position to 


gain his end and see the line com- 
pleted. 
It was learned some months ago 


that the Standard Oil man and his as- 
sociates had bought up all the avail- 
able lumber and coal lands in West 
Virginia. These purchases amounted 
to thousands of acres and will, in 
some future time, supply the Tide- 
water road with traffic. 

W.N. Page is president of the Tide- 
water Railway When completed the 
road will extend from Deepwater, W 
Va., on the Kanawha River, to 
Sewall’s Point, near Norfolk, Va. The 
authorized stock is $35,000,000, 

Big Issue of Bonds. 

The first mortgage 5 per cent, bonds, 
none of which have been placed on 
the market, are issuable as follows 
$33,500,000 for the construction of the 


line from Deepwater to Sewall’s 
Point, 443 miles single track For 
each additional mile of single track 


on the main line $75,000 bonds may 
be issucd, $50,000 a mile for braneh 
lines and $50,000 for main line second 
track. 

Recent heavy operations in Union 
Pacific stoek led to a report that Mr 
Rogers had sold 60,000 shares at pri- 


vate sale through Kuhn, Loeb & Co 
to J. P. Morgan's firm. Mr. Morgan 
today issued the following formal de- 
wal ,

MARBLE WORKS 
OPENED TODAY 


New Industry in Edmonton in the 
Marble and Granite Co. on 
E: ghth Street. } 


The Canadian Marble and Granite 
works, at the corner of Kighth street, 
and Peace avenue, commenced opera 
tions to-day. During the last twe 
months workmen have been engaged 
in the erection of the building and 
the installation of machinery for the 
purpose of cutting and polishing mar 
ble and granite for monumental and 
namental purposes, 

The Canadian Granite and Marble 

Company have secured what is said to 
be the finest supplies of marble and 
granite known to prospectors in the 
Rocky Mountaine. 
The marble, which is known ar 
Kootenay marble, is situated about 
sixty thiles from Nelson on the Lardo 
branch of the C. P. R. near La 
Blanche. The railway runs by the 
corner of the mountain, affording 
ready meang of shipment. The rainer 
al rises in a huge mountain 500 feet 
wide, a half a mile long, and from 
fifty to three hundred feet high. The 
juality of the marble is the purest 
It carries no iron nor quartz, Henet 
upun exposure ior any length o 
time, it never rusts diseolors, ar 
is so often seen in weathered lime 
stone. The absence of quartz render 
it easy for cutting and polishing 

The color of the marble varies with 
the depth, The uppermost layers ar 
1s white as driven snow. Lower down 
t shades into bluish white, then blue 
ind finally black, 

Expensive and efficient machinery 
s in operation at one marble quarry 
with which huge blocks from 7 to If 
tons are cut out of the solid rock with 
drills and channelling ma 


steam 
chines, 

The granite quarry is located about 
one and a half miles from Nelson, 
ind comprises about four acres, The 
mineral ig unshattered, and not 
jointed, which rarely occurs in the 
Rocky Mountain granite. The pro 
cess of mountain building, and the ac 
sompanying geological disturbances 
has caused enormous faulting anc 
jointing, which has badly damage« 
the rock for building purposes. Mr 
Shackleton, one of the oldest prospec 
tors in the Rockies, discovered th 
juarry after years of search, 

The granite is a light grey, resem 
bling the Aberdeen granite, and take 
1 splendid polish 

At Nelson from 25 to 30 men are em 
ployed in manufacturing the granite 
ind a plant similar to the one estab 
ished in Edmonton has been in opera 
tion for several years Last spring 
hese works were taken over by the 
Canadian Granite and Marble Co, 

The granite and marble is shippec 
to the Edmonton shop in huge blocks 
Che equipment and machinery em 
ployed here consists of a heavy der 
rick for unloading from the cars, The 
blocks are run in on a track and cut 
nto the requisite dimensions by gang 
saws, It is possible to cut a block 4% 
leet by 9 feet by 12 feet 

There is a 12 feet rubbing — bed 
which revolves under the block of 
stones, which is polished by mean 
yf sand on the bed. In addition there 
s an immense travelling crane run 
ing the entire length of the building 
ind a complete equipment of pneuma 
ie tools, 

The plant is at present working o1 
he marble for the Strathcona Colle- 
riate Institute. For ornamental build 
ng stone, Kootenay marble is rapidly 
becoming famous, It is being used 
n the government buildings at Fer 
rie, Regina Land ‘Titles office, and in 
he Canadian Bank of Commerce, Nel 
son, It is expected that this material 
which is superior to the best Georgia 
narble, together with Tyndall ston 
will be largely used in the construc 
jon of the Parliament buildings o 
Alberta,
